TO BE CAPITAL IF MADRID 
FALLS

H.M. destroyer Gipsy brought a further 
batch of 42 refugees from Spain to-night, 
including 19 British subjects. One of the 
latter, who has lived for many years in 
Alicante, told Reuter that the whole city 
and surroundings were completely wrecked. 
Every Spanish person of standing was in 
prison. and the day he left he had heard 
that 50 people were shot 

Trenches were being dug on the outskirté 
of the city, and there was a rumour that 
if Madrid fell the seat of Government 
would be transferred to Alicante. 

A British resident of Barcelona declared 
that shooting of suspects was still taking 
place every night. Twenty-cicht persons 
were executed on Wednesday, he said. 


A business man. who was in. Madrid two | 


days ago stated that the fear of epidemics 
was very great. Several cases of typhus 
had been established in the city, and the 
Government. were doing their utmost to 
prevent it spreading. 

Alicante is a city on the south-east 
coast, 250 miles from Madrid.

The 
following evening Kassel called and was 
shown into the sittingroom. Lacroix was 
there, and Mrs. Naylor was in the bed- 
room downstairs. Later, went on 
Mademoiselle Aubin, in hushed tones, she 
heard somebody stamping about overhead 
and voices raised in anger, . “is 
“and then I heard shots... Two, and then 
several in quick succession.’’ 

When she and Mrs. Naylor got to the 
sittingroom Lacroix and Allard were 
standifg in a fighting attitude. Allard was 
trying io get out of the room. He gasped: 
‘* Oh, Macemoiselle, he has shot. me,’’ and 
later when he tried to open the flat door 
downstairs Lacroix pushed him into the 
bathroom. 

Between her sobs Mademoiselle Aubin 
told the Coroner that when she put her 
arm behind Allard, to steady him, her 
hand became covered with blood. When 
she last saw him he was kneeling at the 


bath, with his head hanging over. 
“ SELF-DEFENCE ” 


Later Lacroix said: *‘ He has gone. You 
won't hear him any more,’’ and told her 
that Allard had insulted him, adding: 
“ He wanted to fight, and if he had got 
me first I would have been dead. I did 
it in solf-defence.”’ 

Mademoiselle Aubin then told of ’phone 
calls to a garage for a Monsieur Alex- 
andre tu. come round at once with a car, 
and also spoke to finding five empty car- 
tridge vases in the sittingroom. Lacroix 
told her there was another, and that it 
must be found. 

The next day another cartridge case was 

iven to her by Mrs. Naylor, who asked 

er to throw it into a drain. She did 
so, Mademoiselle Aubin went on, that 
Lacroix had told that he had taken some 
sale deposit receipts from  Allard’s 
pocket. 

Pierre. Andre Alexandre, of Princess 
street, Hanover square—a partner in a 
garage at Solin square—described how he 
was called to the flat; and how he and 
Lacroix took the body of Allard wrapped 
in a blanket by car to a. lane at St. 
Albans, where it was put through a gap 
in the hedge. 

Alexandre told the Coroner that 
Lacroix had said: '“ Red Max owed me 
£350, and he came and insulted my girl 
and hit me; so I kill him.” 

When the foreman of the jury an- 
nounced their verdict, the Coroner re- 
corded that Kassel was murdered by 
Lacroix, and that Suzanne Naylor was an 
accessory to the murder.

DEMONSTRATION BY 
REPUBLICANS 


Clashes between Republicans and Civie 
Guards took place in Dublin last night when 
a demonstration in sym hy with Repubiican 
prisoners in Arbour Hill Jail was held in the 
city. A meeting was held at Cathal Bragha 
street, at which a banner referring to the 

risoners was seized after a struggle by the 

vuards. The leaders then called on the: 
people present to form up and march to 
Arbour Hill, and rey ! 6 large number 
of young men and women, headed by a girl 
carrying a tricolour, marched through the 
city to College Green. They then returned 
and marched to Arbeur Hill by way of the 


quays. 

At Arbour Hill, Civic Guards formed a 
cordon around the gates of the prison. and 
the marchers were told that they would net 
be allowed to approach the gates. Guards 
attempted to take away a flag and a banner 
which members. of the procession were carry- 
ing, and a scuffle took place, in which th 
Guards drew their batons, and several people 
rectived minor injuries on the hands. The 
banner and flag were finally taken away by 
the police and destroyed, after which the 
street was cleared by a number of baton 
charges. The streets approaching the prison 
on other sides also were cleared. 

After leaving the prison the procession re- 
formed, and returned to O'Connell street, 
where, from the top of a taxi-cab, a woman 
per protested against the breaking up of 
the demonstration.

MAKE NEW RECORDS 


A steel smelter named Shkoinikov; of ‘the 
Bolshevik Plant in Leningrad, recently ex- 
ceeded the projected capacity of hw électric 
furnace by 66 per cent., when he smelitéd 
five tons of steel instead of the required three 
tons, in three hours and fifteen minutes. 

In Mariupol, Ukraine, another steel: 
smelter produced 108 tong of steel in seven 
hours fifty minytes, thus obtaining a record 
output of 12.5 tons of steel per sguare metre 
of furnace heating surface. Other workers 
of the same plant. have gan 225 tons 
of steel a day, as against the projected capa. 
city of 160 tons.
